To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  an  extension  of  sidewalk  and  paving  ditch  at  Cascade. 

Article  24.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  Dredging. 

Article  25.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  a  water  and  sewer  line  on  Gordon  Avenue,  Cascade 
Hill,  in  said  town. 

Article  26.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  repairs  to  Ice  Gulch  Dam. 

Article  27.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  spraying  of  black  flies  and  mosquito  control. 

Article  28.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  a  dump  truck  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Article  29.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  payment  on  short  term  notes. 

Article  30.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purchase  of  snow  removal  equipment. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  hire  money  on  temporary  notes  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  covering 
period  from  March  11,  1958  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  1959. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  distribute  the  Inventory  Blanks  when  taking  the  inventory. 


Articles  No.  33,  No.  34,  and  No.  35  each  inserted  in  warrant  by 
petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  that  all 
persons  wishing  to  build,  enlarge,  alter  or  reconstruct  any  building 
or  structure  within  the  Town,  whether  for  residential,  commercial 
or  other  purposes  shall  first  obtain  a  building  permit  from  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  Water  &  Sewer  Commission  and  Fire  Wards,  acting  as 


a  single  administrative  body;  and  that  the  decisions  of  such  body 
shall  be  final  unless  reversed  upon  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court.  (On 
the  ballot.) 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Zoning 
Commission,  to  consist  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  which  shall  be  authorized  to  investigate  and  recommend 
to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1959  for  its  consideration  and 
action,  appropriate  districts  within  the  Town  and  regulations  to 
apply  within  such  districts  governing  the  use  of  land  and  the  nature 
and  use  of  buildings  thereon,  as  authorized  by  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated,  Chapter  31,  Section  60  et.  seq.  (On  the  ballot.) 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  method 
of  selecting  the  members  of  the  budget  committee  from  appointment 
by  the  moderator,  to  electing  the  members  of  said  committee  by  vote 
of  the  legal  voters  of  the  town.  (On  the  ballot.) 


Article  36.    To  hear  reports  of  town  officers,  agents,  committees 
heretofore  chosen,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article   37.    To   transact   any    other    business   that   may    legally 
come  before  the  meeting. 

The  polls  shall  be  open  from  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon 
to  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon.

A  petition  was  received  for  street  lights  in  Cascade  (Flats),  to 
be  similar  to  those  installed  in  other  parts  of  the  town  (Mercury 
Vapor) . 

We  recommend  that  six  (6)  new  street  lights  be  installed  for 
this  area,  for  which  money  has  been  included  in  the  regular  article 
covering  Street  Lighting. 

A  petition  was  received  from  the  Gorham  School  Board  and  Ad- 
visory Committee  for  additions  to  the  High  School  and  Ann  Lary 
Buildings. 

We  refer  this  project  to  the  voters  at  the  School  District  Meeting, 
without  recommendation.  However,  if  approved  by  the  voters,  the 
sum  not  to  exceed  $205,000.00  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  20  year 
bonds  in  the  name  of  the  School  District,  and  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$3,000.00  be  raised  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  for  the  current 
(1958-59)    year. 

A  request  was  received  for  water  and  sewer  construction  on 
Gordon  Ave.,  to  provide  improved  facilities  for  2  houses  now  being 
serviced  and  1  additional  dwelling  now  under  construction. 

We  recommend  that  $2,600.00  be  raised  for  this  project. 

A  request  was  received  for  a  water  line  extension  on  Bangor 
Street  to  service  a  potential  housing  area. 

We  recommend  that  no  money  be  raised  or  appropriated  for  this 
project. 

A  request  was  received  for  money  to  spray  for  mosquito  and 
black   fly  control. 

We  recommend  that  $2,000.00  be  raised  for  this  project. 

A  request  was  received  for  money  to  construct  a  roof  over  the 
Gorham  Hill  Reservoir. 

We  recommend  that  no  money  be  raised  or  appropriated  for  this 
project. 

A  request  was  received  for  money  to  repair  the  Ice  Gulch  Dam. 

We  recommend  that  $3,500.00  be  raised  for  this  project. 

A  request  was  received  for  money  to  contribute  to  the  White 
Mt.  Regions  Association. 

We  recommend  that  $500.00  be  raised  for  this  association. 

A  request  was  received  for  money  to  purchase  a  new  dump  truck 
(highway  use)  for  the  town. 

We  recommend  that  $7,000.00  be  raised  for  this  purchase. 
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A  request  was  received  for  money  to  purchase  snow  removal 
equipment  of  the  rotary  (Snogo)  type. 

Because  of  the  condition  of  the  existing  snow  removal  equip- 
ment as  demonstrated  by  this  year's  snow  removal  problem,  we 
recommend  that  $18,000.00  be  raised  for  the  purchase  of  this  equip- 
ment by  the  issuance  of  short-term  notes,  payable  over  a  period  not 
to  exceed  six  (6)  years.

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Report  from  the  White  Mountains 
Region  Association 

"Twenty  Years  of  Progress" — 1938-1958 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  on  the  twentieth  year  of 
successful  operation  of  your  Region  Association.  Reaching  this  mile- 
stone shows  a  solid  record  of  accomplishment  and  mutual  cooperation 
between  the  towns  and  the  Association. 

For  a  long  time  nobody  knew  exactly  how  to  prove  that  real  hard 
cash  was  coming  into  the  area  from  our  efforts.  However,  for  the  last 
three  years  we've  run  an  annual  survey  of  people  previously  contacted 
in  some  way,  to  find  out  if  they  ever  did  come  here  and  spend  any 
money.  Much  as  we've  always  believed  in  this  work,  we  were  still 
amazed  at  the  extent  of  income  indicated  by  the  survey  returns. 
Every  time,  just  a  few  parties  out  of  the  survey  sample  would  prove 
to  have  spent  around  three  times  as  much  in  this  region  as  the  total 
of  all  the  town  appropriations!  Careful  estimates  indicate  over  half  a 
million  dollars  a  year  are  being  spent  here  by  people  contacted  through 
Region  publicity.  If  that  sounds  like  baloney,  remember  that  the  whole 
state  does  a  210-million  dollar  vacation  business! 

Demands  on  our  literature — in  which  every  town  is  represented 
in  every  folder — have  never  been  so  heavy.  To  cite  one  example,  our 
Fall  Foliage  promotion  (remember  those  bright  red  'leaves'  you  saw 
on  the  roads?  We  put  'em  up)  got  attention  from  as  far  away  as 
Texas  and  California,  and  we  had  to  print  up  an  extra  3000  foliage 
maps  in  a  hurry.  A  card  we  had  placed  in  Samsonite  luggage  stores 
across  the  country  brought  in  another  3,000  replies  in  addition  to  our 
usual  requests  for  Region  folders.  All  told  we've  sent  out  as  usual 
around  100.000  pieces  of  material,  plus  pictures,  news  stories,  radio 
and  TV  'plugs.'  We've  helped  all  we  could  to  promote  community 
events  here  at  home,  while  spending  a  good  deal  of  time  at  shows 
and  exhibitions  in  major  cities  (we  are  adding  a  new  one  this  year, 
Cleveland) . 

The  4-H  Awards  Program  continues  to  be  successful  and  popular, 
and  over  75  clubs  throughout  the  region  are  helped  and  encouraged 
through  it  in  this  very  worthwhile  work  by  cash  awards,  trophies,  and 
magazine  subscriptions  to  clubs,  members  and  leaders. 

A  lot  of  work  has  been  done  on  transportation,  a  very  serious 
situation  here.  Active  work  has  been  done  trying  to  save  what  we  can 
of  our  rail  passenger  service.  Much  correspondence  and  attendance  at 
hearings  have  been  aimed  at  improving  the  airline  service.  We  have 
been  working  with  the  bus  companies  planning  a  campaign  with  them, 
since  the  rail  situation  seems  to  be  so  shaky.  We  have  kept  in  close 
touch  with  the  highway  situation,  hoping  Region  roads  may  receive 
necessary  attention. 

The  items  above  are  brief  highlights,  and  there  is  much  more 
going  on  continuously.  This  is  a  full-time,  year-round  effort  aimed  at 
benefiting  you  and  your  town — that's  the  only  reason  this  Association 
exists,  to  bring  about  conditions  that  bring  in  money  that  eases  the 
tax  'bite'  on  your  pocketbook.  Your  support  makes  it  possible,  and  we 
thank  you  for  it.
